CHANGES  IN  DISTRICTS'

same  procedures  used  by  school  bus  contractors:  pay  the  tax  and 
then  file  for  a  refund  or  credit  on  the  tax  paid. 


STILL  ROOM 
IN  PAIDEIA  CONFERENCE 


Nationally  recognized  author  and  lecturer  Mortimer  Adler 
will  present  a  Paideia  Conference  (based  on  his  book,  The 
Paideia  Proposal)  in  Butte  on  April  22-24,  1988.  Hotel,  meal, 
tuition  and  material  costs  will  be  paid  by  a  grant  from  the 
Burlington  Northern  Foundation.  The  only  cost  to  a  district  will 
be  travel  and  teacher  release  time  if  you  have  to  miss  school  to 
arrive  in  Butte  by  7:00  p.m.  on  Friday.  The  conference  will 
adjourn  by  11  a.m.  on  Sunday  to  allow  most  teams  to  travel 
home  by  a  reasonable  hour. 

The  conference  will  introduce  the  Paideia  Proposal  reform  of 
basic  schooling  to  educators  in  Montana.  Paideia  is  a  Greek  word 
meaning  the  general  learning  that  all  human  beings  should 
possess.  The  Proposal's  credo  is  that  the  best  education  for  the 
best  is  the  best  education  for  all.  Paideia's  most  important  goal 
is  to  help  students  in  elementary  schools  and  high  schools  to 
think  and  reason  for  themselves  through  socratic  seminars  on 
great  works  and  through  coaching  of  skills  such  as  reading, 
speaking,  and  calculating. 

Fifty  teams  of  four  people  will  participate.  Teams  may 
consist  of  two  teachers  and  any  combination  of  superintendents, 
principals,  or  trustees.

MARKETING  YOUR  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS

No  matter  the  size  of  your  district,  the  image  and  support  of 
it  are  dependent  upon  keeping  your  public  informed  and  involved. 
The  Great  Falls  school  district  has  found  that  by  using  a  "Did 
you  know.. .followed  by  a  one-liner"  approach  for  a  yearly  report 
we  were  able  to  tell  the  public  "in  a  nutshell"  many  things  about 
our  district. 

To  let  the  people  who  "pay  the  bill"  know  what  happens  in 
their  school  system,  we  have  published  an  eight-page  newsprint 
tabloid  as  an  advertising  supplement  to  the  Great  Falls  Tribune 
annually  for  the  past  three  years.  The  publication  was  designed  to 
provide  a  refreshing  alternative  to  an  annual  report.  It  was  a 
vehicle  whereby  we  could  balance  negative  district  news  with 
many  little-known  successes  and  facts  about  the  district.  In  addi- 
tion to  voters,  we  targeted  audiences  such  as  businesses  and  fami- 
lies seeking  a  new  location,  new  district  employees,  and  civic 
groups. 

The  initial  step  was  to  send  a  personal  letter  to  all  district 
administrative  supervisors,  coordinators,  and  directors,  requesting 
them  to  submit  "did  you  know"  one-liners  about  their  area  of 
responsibility.  With  nearly  400  one-liners  submitted  each  year,  it 
was  difficult  to  edit  them  down  to  135  because  we  felt  it  essen- 
tial to  use  a  large,  easy-to-read  type  in  the  supplement.  By 
design,  information  was  inserted  in  random  order  so  that  each  suc- 
ceeding sentence  would  refer  to  a  different  area  of  the  district's 
program  and  encourage  people  to  continue  reading.  The  publi- 
cation presented  a  wealth  of  facts  about  the  school  district-from 
academic  honors  and  the  economic  impact  of  school  district 
salaries  on  the  community  to  the  employment  rate  of  local  spe- 
cial education  graduates.  Accented  with  appealing  photographs,  it 
included  information  from  every  area  of  the  school  district  and  es- 
sentially presented  the  annual  report  of  the  superintendent. 

Because  all  of  our  voters  reside  in  Cascade  County,  wide- 
spread distribution  at  a  reasonable  cost  was  obtained  by  purchas- 
ing an  advertising  supplement  to  the  local  paper,  which  was  dis- 
tributed only  in  Cascade  County  to  28,000  residents  at  a  cost  to 
us  ranging  from  9  cents  to  10  cents  each. 

The  success  of  the  endeavor  was  measured  by  the  results  of 
the  school  levy  elections  and  by  responses  received  from  the  tar- 
geted audience.  Voters  approved  the  school  levies  by  a  wide  mar- 
gin. The  overwhelming  response  from  the  community  and  dis- 
trict employees  was,  "I  read  the  whole  thing!"  and  "I  didn't  know 
that!"  If  copying  is  the  sincerest  form  of  flattery,  the  pub- 
lication's success  was  evident  by  the  use  of  an  almost  identical 
format  by  the  Spokane  Valley  Schools,  Libby  Public  Schools, 
Kalispell  Public  Schools,  Livingston  School  District  4  and  1, 
and  the  Rocky  Mountain  Easter  Seal  Society  for  their  yearly 
reports.  Billings  Public  Schools  used  the  "did  you  know"  format 
in  its  monthly  newsletter  in  the  Billings  Gazette.  A  copy 
of  the  1986-87  report  has  been  placed  in  the  Cascade  County  cen- 
tennial time  capsule. 

Further  recognition  was  received  when  the  1984-85  report 
was  awarded  a  first  place  "Montana  Addy"  award  for  excellence  in 
non-profit  advertising  in  statewide  commercial  competition  spon- 
sored by  the  Montana  clubs  of  the  American  Advertising  Federa- 
tion.
